A friend of mine has Jnst retnrned 
from a trip through Prance, and, 
knowing how fond I am of aniraala, 
ha told me of a monnment erected In 
Paris In memory of a dog. In a cem- 
etery devoted entirely to doga. the 
monument atanda, and beara thia in- 
aeriptlon; "Barry ol the Great Saint 
Bernard. He aaved the Uvea of forty 
peroona, and waa killed by the forty- 
6rat." 

Carved on the topol the monument 
are the bnltdlnga ol the boapice— or 
monaatery, ta It la nanally called — 
and below la the llfe-aiaed figure of itv 
lamona dog carrying a little girl on 
ita hack. 

The reoenre of tbia child la rightly 
looked upon oa Barry's moit remark- 
able exploit, and shows how much In- 
telligence a dog poaaeasea. One 
stormy day on the bleak monntain 
top, eight tbonsand lect above the 
valley below, this lonr-footed hero 
fonnd, lying under a ledge of Ice, a 
girl about seven years old, dying 
trom the cold sod ice. The child’s 
mother waa lying by bet side, lroa:n 
to death. The dog laid bis warm 
body clooe to the child, and patiently 
llckep btr face and handa till she op

When she noderatood and bad climb- 
ed np Barry trotted back to the mon- 
aatry. No one was on gnatd at the 
gate, which was closed, so the dog 
aeixed the rope of the alarm bell with 
his teeth, mng a peal, and when the 
gate was opened laid bla preclons 
burden on the floor, when the good 
monks took her np and restored her 
to health. This happened nearly a 
hundred yearn ago, bat Barry Is still 
remembered, and in Ihe year 1 900 the 
people of Paris erected the monument 
to bis memory. 

In 1816 Prof. Meissner wrote: 
"Bariy never needed to be told of bis 
duty. With thickening log or drift- 
ing snow, he would dash forth to 
search for stray travelera, and no 
hand conld hold him back. II to bis 
deep baying came an answering hu- 
man cry, or if by digging In the drifts 
he came npon aome nnconsclons way- 
farer, he pinnged back to the monaa- 
tary for the help which wilhont his 
flne, keen instinct conld not be ren- 
dered.” 

Father Gand, the present prior ol 
the monaatery, wrote an account of 
the tmgic death ol tbit faltblnl ani- 
mal to the committee ot Parlalana who 
erected the monnment. “Alter ten 
yearn ol naetnlocaa, onr noblest dog 
perished, victim to bis devotion to 
doty,” he wrote. Ooe evening dur- 
ing a violent snowstorm he rnshed 
forth, as nanal, to seek for InckleM 
travelera. A stranger, seeing the dog 
plunging toward him with open jaws, 
took fright, and dealt tha faithful 
beast a ernshing blow on the head 
with hia Iron-bonnd stick. The la- 
menlable mistake discovered, alt pos- 
sible effort was made to recall this 
moat eatimable friend of man, bnt In 
vain.” 

Barry bad saved forty lives. Truly 
ha was a great hero. 

High np la the Alps rtanda the 
monastery of the Great Saint Ber- 
nard. It is the highest dwelling 
place In Rnrope, acd ta ocenpltd by 
ten or twelve monks, who, with Ihclr 
noble dogs, known as St. Bernards, 
devote their Uvea to saving people 
from death by expoanre to cold or 
bntlal in the snow. They are sup- 
ported by offerings of travelera and 
contribntlons sent them. Sometimea 
aa many oa ffve hundred travel- 
ers call there in a single day, 
and each year between nine and ten 
tboniand are Indebted to them for 
lood and shelter. Ice and snow are to 
be found there all the year round, and 
not a blade ol gtasa, a tree, or flawer 
is to be seen. No birds sing their 
glad songs. There la a great fltence 
broken only by the roar of the thun- 
der or the crashing of the gnat sva- 
lancbea of ice which break loose aad 
■tide down the mountain aide. It la 
a lonely Iile those mnoka lead; and on 
acconot ol the cold and Ihe difficulty
